Most important of 
all, he swore, not a single Gov- 
ernment decument ever passed 
from his hands to Chambers or 
anyone else. 


Stanley F. Reed of the Supreme 
Court, friends of Hiss since his 
days at Harvard or Washington, 
appeared as character witnesses 
in his behalf.

HELSINKI, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Finland rejected today Soviet ac- 
cusations that the Finns have sup- 
plied Russian war criminals in 
this country with false docu- 
ments. 

This statement was contained 
in a Finnish reply to the Soviet 
note and was delivered this aft- 
ernoon to the Russian Govern- 
ment in Moscow by Karl Sund- 
stroem, the Finnish minister, an 
official communique said. 

Treaty Pledge Reaffirmea. 

The Finnish Government told 
the Russians that k is “making 
every effort to fulfill loyally its 
obligations under the peace treaty. 

“Likewise, it is striving by all 
means to act according to the 


pact with Russia. Nevertheless, 
it is entitled to reject categoric- 
ally the assertions that Finnish 
authorities should have supplied 
war criminals with faked docu- | 
ments.” 

Russia, in a New Year’s day 
note, accused Finland of harbor- 
ing 300 Soviet war criminals in 
violation of the Soviet-Finnish 
peace treaty. Deputy Soviet For- 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
received Sundstroem in Moscow 
and demanded that the war crim- 
inals be handed over to Russia. 
He specifically accused the Fin- 
Government of furnishing 
the alleged war criminals with 
false names and documents. 

Among the war criminals there 
were said to be 56 guilty of the 
most serious crimes. 

Reply by Finland. 

The Finnish government said in 
its reply that of the 56 accused 
of serious crimes only 16 are new 
cases, since the rest of the names 
| had been accounted for previous- 
ly. Actually the list only con- 
tained 55 names because two re- 
ferred to the same person, the 
communique said. 

Four of the 16°persons have 
been detained for' questioning. 
Three of them are unknown in 
Finland, one has died, five have 
left the country®and it has been 
impossible to trace the where- 
abouts of the remaining three, 
the Finnish statement said. 

Before the Russian note was 
delivered, it added, “the Finnish 
authorities had no knowledge of 
the presence of these 16 persons, 
and, consequently, had not been 
able to take any actions against 
them.” 

Four Under Investigation. 

Three of the four persons de- 
tained have become Finnish cit- 
izens during the postwar period, 
Finland revealed. One is state- 
less and has been living in Fin- 
land since 1933. Investigations 
are proceeding to ascertain 
whether these four should be ex- 
tradited to the Soviet Union un- 
der the statutes of the peace 
treaty. 

The reply said that 24 persons 
have been surrendered to Russia 
under these special statutes since 
the end of the war, in addition 
to 36 other persons, mostly pris- 
oners of war. 

The not said that although Fin- 
land would always have to fulfill 
the regulations of the peace 
treaty,. at the same time it 
pointed out that Finland is also 
under the obligation of observing 
international laws and guarantee 
the rights of individuals. 

The reply was supplemented by 
a long and detailed memorandum 
giving an account of the investi- 
gations of each one of the al- 
leged war criminals.

FORMER FRENCH 
COLONEL HELD IN 
AGA KHAN HOLDUP | 


PARIS, Jan. 21 (AP)-——Police 
questioned a former lieutenant 
colonel in the French army to- 
day in connection with last sum- 
mer’s robbery of $500,000 to 
$800,000 worth of jewels from the 
Aga Khan and his wife. 


Police identified him as Lind- 
say Watson, 50 years old. He was 
arrested in Strasbourg yesterday 
and taken to Marseille. Five 
other men have been arrested as 
suspects in the robbery. Police 
have broadcast an alarm for two 
others—one believed to have in 
his possession at least a part of 
the loot. 

(The United Press quoted a 
London insurance invegtigator as 
saying British insurance firms 
had paid the Aga Khan $765,700 
in elaims following the robbery. 
If the jewels are recovered, he 
said, they will be the property of 
the insurance companies.) 

Watson’s wife said here that 
he was a lieutenant colonel in 
the French army during the war 
and accompanied the late Gen. 
Henri Giraud on his secret mis- 
sion to Algiers in 1942 to pre- 
pare for the allied invasion.

CHINA REDS SEND 
FRANCE PROTEST ON 
INDOCHINA RULE 


HONG KONG, Jan. 21.(AP)— 
The Chinese Communists have 
launched a political offensive to 
extend their influence over Indo- 
china. 

In a maneuver that apparently 
caught western diplomats flat- 
footed, the Chinese Reds Wednes- 


day recognized the “Democratic 
republic of Viet-Nam.” 

Yesterday the Peiping radio 
reported that Chinese Red Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai had sent a 
strong protest to France against 
atrocities he alleged were com- 
mitted by French troops against 
Chinese residents of Indochina. 

The Democratic republic of 
Viet-Nam is headed by Ho Chi- 
minh, Moscow-trained Commun- 
ist. He opposes the French-spon- 
sored kingdom of the Emperor 
Bao Dai, also called Viet-Nam. 

The Chinese Communists de- 
clared today they would consider 
hostile to their government any 
nation which conducts diplomatic 
relations with any independent 
government in Tibet. 

The Communists have prom- 
ised to “liberate” Tibet. That re- 
mote, mountainous land was un- 
der the rule of Nationalist China 
in nam only. It always has 
shown a great deal of independ- 
ence. 

There have been reports that 
Tibet might send good will mis- 
sions to the United States, 
Britain, India and Peiping claim- 
ing independence.

Many of the miners have been 
openly rebellious of their leaders’ 
suggestion they obey Lewis. 
Meetings in West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania ended in disorder 
this week. 

Despite all that, some UMW of- 
ficers believe a large bloc of the 
90,000 strikers will go along with 
their pleas to dig coal. 

‘Things Looking Brighter.’ 

“Things are looking brighter 
in my district right along,” said 
John Busarello, president of 
UMW District No. 5 at Pitts- 
burgh. The district has 27,500 
miners, and Busarello says he ex- 
pects most, if not all, to be in the 
pits Monday. 

William Hynes, president of 
the 23,000-man District 4 in the 
Uniontown (Pa.) area, called a 
meeting of top local officers to- 
day. He hoped to map policy 
which would be acceptable to the 
locals when they vote tomorrow. 
The policy: Simply obey Lewis 
and go back to work. 

Plead for Help. 

It was at Uniontown yesterday 
that many miners beseiged state 
relief officials and the Salvation 
Army for aid to their families.

They’ve just run 
out of money. One of them said 
to me ‘Captain, if you can just 
spare a sack of flour, some sugar 
and coffee, we'll get along.’”

Questioned Separately.

Millions of Witnesses 

Genocide, the worst of crimes, becomés the 
subject for Senate hearings on Monday. Sén- 
ator MeMahon i4 schediilifig withesses for his 
Foreign Relations subcommittee. Unforturiatély, 
the best witnesses cannot be heard, for they are 
déad. 

The Nazis exterminated 6,000,000 Jews and 
1,000,000 Slavs. That was genocide. The slaugh- 
ter of Armeniais in Turkey, the deaths of Mos- 
lems in India, the removal of childtén frém 


Greece by Communist-led gterrillas, the sléw 


obliteration of the Baltie peoples—all these have 
invoked the protest against genotide. , 

This is the erime of déstfoying nations, racés, 
réligious groups—-which may be done by mur- 
der, starvation of Wy making births impossible. 
lt i¢ nothing néew;/"Home sowed salt on Carthage. 

Only after the modern horror of the Nazis did 
the world awakefi to the nature of gericcide. 
The United Nations drew a cofivention to make 
this an international erimé. And the quéstion 
now is whether the Senate will ratify that con- 
véntion afd maké the United States party to it. 

Of course, no one has dated te defend geno- 
cide, but there aré those who oppose the conven- 
tion. Some legal groups contend that the pro- 
posed international law would permit foreign 
intervention in the United Statés. | 
but the same argument has béen raised by the 
Soviet Union. 

The facts are that the nations would enaet the 
convention “ifi accordafice with their respective 
constitutions,” and that ho nation need fear the 
law unless guilty of the crimé. Afid as John 
Foster Dullés said: 

It is hard to sée how a beginning can ever 
be made in developing international law if 
thé nations are not willing to ban the crime 
of genotide. 

What Senator MeMahon’s subcommittee does 
now is of world-wide interést. Twenty nations 
must ratify the convention to put it into effect; 
five have done so. Many of the other countries 
aré waiting to seé what the United States will do. 


So it is essential that the Senate hearings be 
thorough. Isolationist sentiment, however dis- 
guised, Opposes the geriocide convéntion. In all 
constience, the Senators must hear from the 
spokesmen for those minorities which have ex- 
périenced the crime itself. And there will be 
milliéns of silent witnesses.

Another Set-Back for Transit Radio 

Since the procéssés of the law are slow, it may 
také a while for them to stop transit radio in 
Washington or anywheré else. Indeed, we have 
a strong feeling that the return to a decent re- 
spect for the privacy and rights of bus and 
streetear riders will come before it is ordered by 
any judge. 

Some support for this viéw.certainly is to be 
found in the decision of the Muzak Corporation 
to withhold its musical service from Station 
WWDC-FM in Washington after an existing con- 
tract expires in May. Muzak acted after public 
protests against thé broadcasting of its music to 
the capital's publie trafisportation vehicles. 


It is possible, of course, for the Washington 
station to get along without Muzak. It could in- 
tersperse its plug-uglies with récorded miusie 
and other programs as is being doné, for éxam- 
ple, in St. Louis. Sooner or later, however, it 
is bound to dawn on most radio stations and 
transportation systems now experimenting with 
transit radio that they are engendering ill-will 
hand over fist. People—a great many people— 
resent being treated as “captives,” compelled to 
listén against their will. 

Many an advertiser already has washed his 
hands of transit radio as bad business. That 
may well mean the end of the nuisafcé. Those 
who aré fighting it in Washington, however, are 
not resting on this assumption. They are deter- 
mined to carry the issue to the courts. But 
there is still a good chance that before a deci- 
sion is handed down, it will have become obvi- 
ous to all that there is no profit in offending 
people, no gaifi in violating their right to listen 
or not to listen.

Victory in the House 


Slowly—and with mafiy a set-back—demo- 
cratic govérnment does make progress toward 
more perfect democracy. That was shown by 
the 236-183 vote by which the House of Repre- 
sentatives rejected the attempt to restore to its 
power 
ovér legislation. 

Cheers came from the floor when thé vote 
was announced at the end of the roll call. 
Mostly they came from the Democratic side. 
And mostly they were dictated by joy ovet the 
fact that a major attempt to block the Demo- 
cratic Administration's legislative program had 
been thwarted. 

But we feel sure that more than one cheering 
Representative was taking a broader view. He 
was rejoicing, we believe, because the House 
had refused to allow 12 of its members to dic- 
tate on what bills it might or might not vote. 

Republican Representative Leo Allen had said 
that the real question wase“whether or not the 
entire Truman program will succeed or be de- 
feated.” 
agreed with him, asking: “Who won the election 
in 1948, anyhow?” 

The Démocrats, of course, won. That's reason 
enough to give them a chance to bring their 
various proposals to a vote. We doubt whether 
all of them will carry. But win or lose, no little 
group of 12 men should have the power to de- 
cide the fate of any measure simply by being 
able to keep it from coming to a vote. 

Under the rule adopted last year and reaf- 
firmed yesterday, the House can take up any 
bill if the Rules Committee tries to hold it 
longer than 21 days. And that is definite prog- 
ress toward more democratic government.

Making hard-up prisoners work out their fines at coolie wages is 
common practice in Arkansas; officials defend it as good public

There is something downright un-Amer- 
ican about forced labor, and the News 
will never safiction it. 


We mean this policy of working prison- 


‘ers on the streets, or anywhere else, ex- 


cept when the work is part of a definite 
rehabilitation program calculated to teach 
the prisoner a trade so that he may, upon 
releasé, earn a living as a productive 
member of society. 


The City of West Memphis has been 
using slave labor on its streets, and else- 


where, for years, and now our county of- - 


ficfals—County Judge Bill Ingram and 
Sheriff Cecil Gobdwin—have re-established 
this infamous practicé which was discon- 
tinued by the county in 1932. 

The officials, announcing this “economy 
méasure,” say it will save a minimum of 
$1000 per month. In other words, they 
plan to force $1000 wérth of work from 
prisoners who are too poor to pay their 
fines, and thus save $1000 in wages which 
would otherwise be’ paid to free American 
laborers. 


Pharisee Style of J ustice 


We quote from the announcement: “Only 
those prisoners who are sérving out fines 
assessed in misdemeanor cases may be 
worked on the roads. Since money isn’t 
as plentiful as it was, the number of pris- 
Oners in this category is increasing. Sheriff 
Goodwin said the prisonérs appeared to 
be well pleased with the arrangement 
since it means they receive three meals a 
day instead of two.” 

Simply because a man doesn't have 
money to pay a fine he is forced to go to 
jail. It doesn't take much imagination to 
call this imprisonment for debt, since the 
man is being sent to jail, not for commit- 
ting a crime, but for being broke and thus 
unable to pay a debt assessed against him 
by_a judge or justicé who may himself, 
the evening before, have committed the 
same misdemeanor (i. e., drunkenness, 
driving while intoxicated, and speeding 
are the most common offenses for which 
people are fined in Crittenden county). 

And then, as if it isn't bad enough to 
have to “Jay out” a fine jn the crowded 
and filthy city or county jail, the poor 


man is forced to do the hardest kind of 
labor and is supposed to be “well pleased 
with the arrangement” because he gets 
three plates of swill per day instéad of 
two. 

The sight of ragged men, black and 
white, working under the shotgun of a 
deputy sheriff is nothing unusual in Ar- 
kansas. Until last summer, men in chains 
worked on the main street of Brinkley 
and the practice was discontinued only 
after a prisoner, suffering,from an inféc- 
tion caused by a leg iron, threatened suit 
against that city. 


Ugly Spectacle for Visitors 


Thousands of tourists who passed along 
Highway 70, which is Brinkley’s main 
street, saw this Arkansas chain gang and 
went away wondering if, after all, some 
sort of federal intervention would not be 
necessary to protect the civil rights of the 
South’s poor folks. .« 

The News will oppose this evil practice 
so long as it is continued in Crittenden 
county and/or the State of Arkansas, and 
the editor will use any means available to 
expose the worst phases of slave labor to 
as many people as possible until finally 
public conscience is aroused sufficiently to 
reject the proposition that anything is all 


right if it is financially profitable for the 


county. 
Legal Monev-Raising Racket 


Our J. P. and municipal courts are op- 
erated, not primarily for the purpose of 
administering justice, but to collect rev- 
enue... to extract fines and forfeitures 
(nearly $50,000 per year in the West 
Memphis Municipal Court alene) from 
those accused of misdemeanors. And then, 
when we come across a poor stiff who 
hasn't any money, we throw him in jail 
as a slave and force him to pay with the 
only thing he has—his labor and time. 

One man pays $20, plus ¢osts. Anoth- 
ér man, because he is broke, pays five 
or six times that amount in hard labor. 
And that’s the system which the Sheriff 
and County Judge think is all right be- 
cause “it saves the county money.”

Between Book Ends 


An American Boy's Shanghai 
THE OTHER CITY, by John J. Espey. (Knopf. 2/1 
pgs., $2.75.)

Mr. John J. Espey, whose “Minor 
Heresies” and ‘Tales Out of School” won 
hin¥ a deserved reputation, now offers “The 
Other City”—a group of pieces about 
Shanghai during the '20s that add wp to a 
very diverting book, whether or not it can 
properly be called a novel. Some of these 
pieces have already appeared in The New 
Yorker, and it is easy to see how, apart 
from their excellence, they suited that 
magazine—they are profiles of Shanghai, 
as it were, written with that artful artless- 
hess, that pseudo-documentary tongue-in- 
cheek which makes, when done by a good 
writer, a very pretty trick. 

But there is in Mr. Espey’s writing some- 
thing extra, and not to be learned by 
guile—and that is the personal emotion 
and authenticity of things remembered 
from his own boyhood. Add further the 
quaintness (which he can analyze so clear- 
ly now) of having beén born in Shanghai 
of American parents, and you get a sort 
of detached region- 
alism that makes the 
Whang and the 
North Szechuen Road 
as vivid as thé Wa- 
bash or any Main 
Street, but less ro- 
manticized. The boy 
was spiritually (and 
even legally) poised 
between two worlds, 
and from his earliest 
recollections life be- 
came a revelation of 
this—gradual, whim- 
sical and fascinating. 
To grow up thus 
marginally is one 
way to escape the fiercer patriotisms that 
are likély to make bad books. 

Raised in the Presbyterian mission com- 
pound, he did not stay there long, for his 
father had been lent by the mission to 
start the Shanghai American School (later 
to become “the largest American. school 
outside the United States and its posses- 
sions’) on its somewhat fabulous careér. 
Father was also a private in the American 
Company of Shafighal Volunteers, a crack 
marksman, and a tournament tennis player. 
Perhaps every other inch a missionary, he 
proved himself a successful headmaster, 
and life with him must have been reason- 
ably exhilarating. But it was probably on 
their own that young Espey and his sister 
learned most. By the time they were six 
and nine, respectively, they were making 
daily five-mile trips to and from home and 
the school on a series of streetcars. They 
might have done this (though it would 
have been unusual) in New York, London 
or Dublin; but to do it 30 years ago in 
Shanghai was to sniff out for themselves 
the flavors and dimensions of a society 
unique in the world. That it has now 
ceased to exist gives Mr. Espey’s mem-

Officials 
Calls Tune, Wants All 


American Diplomats 


Out of Bulgaria. 


By JOHN M. HIGHTOWER 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Informed officials said today they 
look for Bulgaria to stand fast— 
possibly on orders from Moscow 


—against a United States threat 
to break off diplomatic relations. 


Expressing the suspicion that 
the Soviet Union had called the 
signals on the Bulgarian demand 
for the recall of United States 
Minister Donald Heath, these dip- 
lomatic authorities said the Rus- 
sians may welcome a chance to 
force American officials out of 
Sofia entirely. 

The United States, replying to 
the recall note yesterday, de- 


clared bluntly that it will with- 
draw its entire diplomatic mission 
from Bulgaria and send Bulgarian 
diplomats in this country home 
unless the Communist govern- 
ment at Sofia drops its insistence 
on Heath’s recall. 

Tough U.S. Policy Indicated. 

The American government thus 
indicated that it has decided on 
a tough policy toward the Com- 
munist satellite governments of 
eastern Europe in respect to the 
treatment of American officials 
and citizens there. ! 


The note to Bulgaria threat- 
ened to break relations unless the 
Bulgarian government (1) with- 
drew its request for Heath’s re- 
call; (2) demonstrated “its will- 
ingness to observe established in- 
ternational standards of conduct” 
in the treatment of American 
diplomats. : 

The note held that restrictions 
on the movements of United States 
officials in Sofia and “indignities” 
which they have suffered have 
made it “virtually impossible for 
the legation to perform its nor- 
mal diplomatic and consular func- 
tions.” 

Restrictions Elsewhere. 

Restrictions on American offi- 
cials in Bulgaria are matched in 
some degree in other eastern Eu- 
ropean countries. The policy of 
breaking relations, therefore, 
could lead to a general withdraw- 
al of American representatives 
from several of those countries if 
conditions in them got very much 
worse. 

The United States already has 
officially notified Hungary that 
American diplomats were not per- 
mitted to carry-out their duties 
following the arrest several weeks 
ago of Robert Vogeler, an assist- 
ant vice president of the Interna- 
tional Telephone & Telegraph 
Corp. This country said it would 
have to review its relations with 
Hungary unless the Vogeler case 
was handled differently. 

The demand for Heath’s recall 
was based on charges made against 
him in tHe political trial of for- 
mer Vice Premier Traicho Kostov 
late last year. Heath was accused 
of having helped Kostov promote 
Bulgarian Titoism. The United 
States has repeatedly denied the 
charges, asserting that Heath had 
no substantial contacts with Kos- 
tov. 


ROCKET GATHERS 
COSMIC RAY DATA 


OVER ALASKA GULF 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (UP)— 
A Navy rocket of the Aerobee 
type was fired 45 miles into the 
skies over the Gulf of Alaska last 
Sunday to obtain cosmic ray data, 
it was disclosed yesterday. 

The Navy said Aerobee rockets 
often reach a height of 70 miles, 
but heavy research instruments 
can cut down the distance. 

Nevertheless, Dr. J. A. Van 
Allen of Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity, who was in charge of the ex- 
periment, called it “the most suc- 
cessful operation to date.” 

The Navy said the Gulf of 
Alaska was chosen because it is 
believed there are important re- 
lationships between the earth’s 
magnetic field and cosmic ray 
activity in that area.

IN CANASTA TOURNAMENT 


NEW YORK, Jan. 21 (UP)—The 
Canasta team of Oswald Jacoby 
and John Crawford was 8565 
points ahead today at the end of 
20 games in the 35-game national 
Canasta championship  tourna- 
ment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 ‘AP)

arm today following a decision to 
start immediate recruiting of 
150,000 volunteer aircraft ob- 
servers. 

The program was announced 
yesterday following a two-day 
conference of defense officials 
and state representatives called 
by Secretary of Defense Johnson. 

The Defense Department said 
the Aircraft Observers’ Corps 
would be trained in 25 northwest- 
ern and Atlantic states by the

In case of war, the announce- 
ment added, these air raid war- 
dens will keep “a 24-hour per

The Defense Department said 
the program is being “channeled 
through the governments of the 
states and through them to the 
local communities” because the 
whole idea of civil defense is to 
place responsibility on local gov- 
ernments. 

The conference also discussed 
setting up observation posts, 
filter centers and control centers. 

There is no federal flaw now 
to provide for a civil defense set- 
up, although the matter has been 
under study for more than two 
years. 

The recent announcement that 
Russia had set off an atomic ex- 
plosion started new demands in 
Congress for action along those 
lines. Britain, Belgium, The 
Netherlands, Luxembourg, France 
and some of the Scandinavian 
countries already have reactivated 
civil defense programs. 

Forrestal Started Planning. 

The late Secretary of Defense

Jack Conner .Gives Skillful 
and Impressive Performance 
Before Large Audience.

Jack Conner, St. Louis marim- 
ba and vibraphone expert, is con- 
vinced that these two instruments 
deserve additional respect as 
media for playing classical music. 
His theory was given a real boost 
last night as Conner gave a re- 
cital of serious music under spon- 
sorship of the Eighth District Mis- 
souri Federation of Music Clubs. 
Most members of the audience 
which nearly filled Sheldon Me- 
morial probably had a_ richer 
musical experience than they had 
anticipated. 

Conner’s program was made up 
of numbers by Bach, Mozart, Pag- 
anini, Chopin, Mendelssohn,. De- 
bussy, Tartini, Paradies, Albeniz 
and Milhaud. His transcriptions 
of Bach’s B Flat Partita and 
Mozart's Third Sonata were sen- 
sibly and skillfully read. The 
sonata’s andante, without piano 
accompaniment, was especially 
impressive. Throughout the pro- 
gram Conner proved that his 
sense of tone and interpretation 
of classical themes are equally 
as brilliant as his keen gift of 
rhythm. 

On his vibraphone numbers— 
Chopin’s Nocturne Op. 9 and De- 
bussy’s “Claire de Lune”—Conner 
vividly demonstrated how rich 
chords and magic overtones may 
be achieved on this instrument. 
Finale was the third movement 
of the “Concerto to Marimba and 
Vibraphone” which Darius Mil- 
haud, the French composer, wrote 
especially for Conner. It was 
given its. world premiere last 
year with the St. Louis Sym- 
phony. 

The encores found Conner in 
the lighter music to which most 
marimba players confine them- 
selves. There was “The Surrey 
With the Fringe on Top” (from 
“Oklahoma”™!), done in novelty 
manner with temple blocks to 
simulate hoof beats; “Tico-Tico,” 
“La Golondrina” and, returning 
to the modern classics, the Shos- 
takovich Polka. John Kessler, 
he most able piano accompanist, 
also contributed a brace of de- 
lightful solos, Chopin’s C Minor 
Nocturne and Debussy’s ‘“Fire- 
works.”

Cost, He Says. 


The danger of having the hydro- 
gen bomb should be balanced by 
the American people against the 
danger of not having it in decid- 
ing whether to try to develop the 
super bomb, Chancellor Arthur 
H. Compton of Washington Uni- 
versity said yesterday on his re- 
turn from India. 

Elaborating on a recommenda- 
tion he had made at Los Angeles 
Wednesday that the American 
people be polled on the question, 
Compton said -work toward a 
hydrogen bomb should not be un- 
dertaken without a “fairly gen- 
eral American opinion” in its 
favor. He said that majority 
“should 
eae not be any 51 per cent 

The decision, he said, should 
take into account the “danger of 
having available something of the 
destructive force such as has been 
described” and the “danger of 
not knowing how to make it if 
someone else should start making 
i 


As a third basis for the deci- 
sion, he pointed out that the de- 
velopment of a hydrogen bomb 
would be “very expensive.” 

Not Sure It Can Be made. 

“The first thing to find out 
would be whether it can be made 
—I don’t know that it can, but I 
don’t know that it can’t,” he said. 

Compton said he, personally, 
was not sure whether the United 
States should begin work toward 
the production of a hydrogen 
bomb, adding that his own opinion 
was “for the moment irrelevant.” 

“If any good basis can be found 
for postponing the active study 
of any new bomb, it would be a 
great relief to everybody con- 
cerned,” he said. 

In reply to a question about the 
need for secrecy regarding de- 
velopments in the field, the 
atomic scientist and Nobel prize 
winner pointed out that the “fun- 
damental knowledge is interna- 
tionally widespread” but said the 
“technical secrets should not be 
passed on.” He likened nations 
making bombs to “rival indus- 
tries. that find it possible to share 
large parts of their technical se- 
crets, but not all of them.” 

“I don’t know of anything to 
demonstrate that international 
agreement on atomic energy is 
possible, but it is worth working 
for,” he said. 

Russians and A-bomb. 

Compton pointed out that a 
Russian technical paper in 1940 
showed the possibility of develep- 
ing an atomic bomb, that the Rus- 
sians now are known to have that 
bomb, that Great Britain now is 
working toward the development 
of its own atomic bomb and that 
France and Canada now have 
their own chain reactor piles in 
operation. 

The chancellor and his wife re- 
turned late Thursday from a sev- 
en-week trip during which Comp- 
ton attended an India-American 
Relations Conference in New Del- 
hi, India, Dec. 12 to 22. 

He described India as “the cen- 
ter of that part of the world that 
is in neither the American nor 
the Russian orbit” and said it 
would like to remain independ- 
ent to a large extent. He said 
conversations with Prime Minis- 
ter Jawaharlal Nehru had led 
him to the belief that Nehru and 
other government officials are 
moving in their thinking “toward 
the democratic approach to gov- 
ernment and economy.” He added, 
however, that “many younger 
persons in India are strongly in- 
clined toward ideological Com- 
munism.” 


SURINAM BECOMES 
SEMI - AUTONOMOUS 
STATE UNDER DUTCH 


PARAMARIBO, Surinam, Jan. 
21 (AP)—Another member of Hol- 
land’s overseas empire was a step 
closer to independence today. 

Surinam, tiny country on South 
America’s Caribbean coast, be- 
came a semi-autonomous state 
yesterday. A new constitution 
was promulgated giving the coun- 
try’s 207,000 persons control of 
internal affairs. 

The Netherlands Government 
plans to incorporate Surinam and 
the Dutch colonial islands of The 
Netherlands Antilles to the north 
into a federal union next May. 
The new state would become an 
independent partner of The Neth- 
erlands under the Dutch Crown, 
with a status similar to that re- 
cently given the newly formed 
United States of Indonesia. 

Consolidation of Surinam — 
once known as Dutch Guiana — 
with The Netherlands Antilles has 
been delayed by political dis- 
agreements in the half dozen is- 
lands with an area of 403 square 
miles and a population of 148,530.

HATEVER agony it may 
cause in some quarters, there 
is now no blinking the fact 
thaf Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr.

At the age of 35, he 
is a perfectly serious contender 
for the Governorship of New 
York, with a perfectly serious 
chance to win. In fact, he is 
being rated as one of the two 
leading candidates for the Demo- 
cratic nomination, the other being

Dubinsky Is Key Man. 

The. second key man is labor 
leader David Dubinsky, who con- 
trols New York’s Liberal party. 
The Liberal party polls so many 
votes in New York that a Dem- 
ocratic candidate desperately 
needs its indorsement to over- 
come the normal Republican lead 
upstate. Thus Dubinsky wields a 
powerful club. 

Dubinsky now finds himself in 
the position of disliking virtually 
all the potential Democratic can- 
didates, with the lone exception 
of Federal Security Administra- 
tor Oscar Ewing, who very much 
wants the nomination, but has 
very little chance of getting it. 
Dubinsky’s pet dislike is New 
York’s Mayor William O’Dwyer, 
and he has helped to kill off 
O’Dwyer’s gubernatorial chances 
by letting it be known that if 
O’Dwyer were nominated he 
would put a Liberal candidate in 
the field to beat him. 

Dubinsky admires Fitzpatrck 
hardly more than O’Dwyer, so 
Fitzpatrick may suffer from the 
same disadvantage. As for young 
Roosevelt, he was elected to Con- 
gress on the Liberal ticket, and 
was thus initially Dubinsky’s 
protege. However, Dubinsky was 
infuriated when Roosevelt sup- 
ported O’Dwyer, in the recent 
mayoral race, with what seemed 
to Dubinsky indecent enthusiasm. 
Yet now Dubinsky’s anger has 
mellowed to something more like 
sorrow. And it can be reliably 
reported that if, Roosevelt is nom- 
inated by the Democrats, Dubin- 
sky’s Liberals will indorse him. 

Roosevelt’s Assets 

Thus Dubinsky, despite his 
Lear-like sorrow at youthful in- 
gratitude, can be counted a pos- 
itive Roosevelt asset. Add Roose- 
velt’s name, and his effectiveness 
in the Lehman-Dulles contest as 
well as his own campaign, and it 
becomes clear why Roosevelt 
candidacy is now being taken en- 
tirely seriously. 

Yet there is also much on the 
debit side—his youth and inex- 
perience, and the California can- 
didacy of his brother James are 
among the drawbacks. But the 
chief item on the debit side is 
simply the fact that the profes- 
sional Democratic organization 
men, except for Flynn, have little 
stomach for Roosevelt. They con- 
sider him irregular, and would 
far prefer Fitzpatrick, who is one 
of the Ives, or indeed, almost 
any one but Roosevelt. 

As always, much will depen 
on whom the Republicans, who 
nominate before the Democrats, 
select. There are persistent re- 
ports that the Republicans are 
preparing to play a game of mu- 
sical chairs, in which the able 
Senator Irving Ives would run 
for Governor, and would then ap- 
point Thomas E. Dewey to serve 
the unexpired portion of his own 
term in the Senate. If these re- 
ports are correct, it is at least 
certain that Ives, who deeply dis- 
likes the idea of running for Gov- 
ernor, has no part in the plot. 

Dewey’s Aids Quit. 

Moreover, the resignation of 
Dewey’s ablest aids seems to bear 
out reports that he is preparing 
to retire to private life. If both 
Dewey and Ives bow out, this will 
reduce Roosevelt's ,chances for 
the nomination. For they are far 
and away the Republican’s best 
vote gatherers in New York. And |

Twice in Same Place. 

Leshin treated Bratton two 
years ago when his jaw was brok- 
en in a fight with Beau Jack in 
the same ring. 

“He was fighting for several 
rounds with a broken jaw,” Lesh- 
in said after examining Bratton. 

“The. fight should have been 
stopped earlier.” 

Leshin said that Bratton’s con- 
dition today is good, but that it 
was far too early to determine 
how soon Bratton might be able 
to resume ring activities. He 
said final X-rays of the jaw in- 
jury were not completed. 

The surgeon said that Bratton 
would not be confined to a hos- 
pital but would be treated as an 
out-patient. He said that Brat- 
ton had suffered a compound 
fracture of the jaw, and that it 
was a new fracture, not a refrac- 
ture at the same point where the 
jaw was broken in an earlier 
fight with Beau Jack. 

Williams, who was an 8-to-5 fa- 
vorite to win last night’s bout, 
hammered the underdog Bratton 
in the second and seventh rounds 
with both fists. Bratton was 
credited with only two rounds.

The factor that complicated the 
discussion was that both the Na- 
tional Football League and the 
All-America Conference already 
had conducted separate player 
drafts before they merged last 
Dec. 9 to form the National- 
American colossus. Thus, some 
players already had reached 
‘agreements with various teams. 
| A decision was reached late last 
night on one player—star end 
Leon Hart of Notre Dame. 

Lions Keep Right on Hart. 

At the suggestion of owner 
George Marshall of the Washing- 
ton Redskins, the 13 owners 
voted unanimously to let the De- 
troit Lions retain their draft 
rights to Hart. One of those 
agreeing was the Baltimore Colts, 
who held rights to Hart in the 
old All-America Conference draft. 
After the vote, a Lions spokes- 
man said that Hart had “tenta- 
tively” agreed to play for Detroit 
next season, but he did not dis- 
close the terms of the agreement. 
In discussing his pro hopes a 
while ago, Hart indicated he was 
looking for an offér which would 
also contain the possibility of an 
off-season career. 

Some owners thought that the 
exceptional action on Hart, an 
exceptional player, would set a 
precedent for the cases of other 
players who have already come 
to terms with various teams.

SAYS REPUBLICAN 


Charges 
Democrats Padded 
Payrolls, Bought Un- 
needed Autos. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 21 
(AP)—A Republican House lead- 
er attacked the 1949 Missouri Leg- 
islaturé last night as “the most 
wasteful Legislature in our his- 
tory.” 

Representative W. D. Cruce of 
Eldorado Springs, minority floor 
leader in the House, made the 
charges in a speech before the 
Jackson County Republican Club, 

“It was the spendingest Legis- 
lature,” he said. “It was the most 
argumentative, laziest Legislature. 
It was the most leaderless Legis- 
lature. Why, even after the horse 
was stolen they left the barn door 
open, thinking maybe it would 
wander back.” 

Payroll Padding Charged. 

Cruce charged Democratic lead- 
ers padded pay rolls and “bought 
unneeded supplies by the truck- 
loads and Cadillacs and Buicks by 
the dozens. Hundreds of state cars 
are being put to private use now 
by state employes. 

“They feathered their own nests 
and lined their own pockets at the 
expense of the taxpayer.” 

Cruce attacked Senate Demo- 
crats who, he said forced adjourn- 
ment rather than face a vote on a 
bill to let Negroes enter the Uni- 
versity of Missouri for courses 
they can’t get at Lincoln Univer- 
sity for Negroes. 

“The colored people of our state 
have been sold down the river of 
political chicanery and political 
dishonesty and I have heard it 
from various sections that col- 
ored people are so mad at this 
that they're going to show what 
they think at the polls this year.” 

Assails Allison. 

He charged the decision to quit 
was made by the president pro 
tem. Senator Emery W. Allison 
(Dem.), of Rolla, “Who has been 
hand picked by the President and 
the Governor to run against our 
own Senator Donnell this year.”

She was 16 on 
Oct. 25, 1949. 

“One day about the beginning 
of November a distance acquaint- 
ance of the family told me he 
knew a certain Saki Hashem who 
was on leave in Cairo from the 
United States and who wanted to 
get married. 

Hashem Invited to Call. 

“I made inquiries about him, 
and found he had a good reputa- 
tion and was regarded es a man 
of intellect. Around the middle 
of November I told my acquaint- 
ance I would like to see Hashem. 
So he came to my house. He 
made a good impression upon me. 

“He said he was in a hurry to 
get married as he was due to 
leave for the United States early 
in December. That was the first 
time Narriman saw Hashem. 

“Our oriental traditions do not 
allow our children to disobey 
their parents’ wishes regarding 
marriage, and we are a conserv- 
ative family. I told my daughter 
she was shortly to become en- 
gaged to Hashem. 

“From then on, Narriman was 
a changed girl. She always was 
crying, and became very de- 
spondent.

Vishinsky asserted the Ameri- 
can policy in China was fore- 
doomed to failure because it sup- 
ported the reactionary elements 
and failed ‘to take -into account 
the facts of the situation, such as 
the collapse of the Nationalist 
Government of Chiang Kai-shek, 

“It is now known to the whole 
world that despite the American 
billions which were spent,. the 
policy of Acheson failed,” he said. 

“Efforts to hide behind a slan- 
derous smokescreen and place on 
the U.S.S.R. responsibility for the 
failure of his own policy does not 
foreshadow anything good for Mr. 
Acheson. Such attempts can lead 
only to new failures of the policy 
of the United States in China.” 

Vishinsky said he at first had 
doubted that Acheson had made 
the charges against Russia, sup- 
posing that the press possibly had 
confused Acheson with irrespon- 
sible correspondents. — 

“However,” Vishinsky _ said, 
“verifications proved that Mr. 
Acheson actually made this lying 
and crudely slanderous declara- 
tion.” 


Chou’s Remarks in Moscow. 

Tass news agency, in a report 
distributed in London, said that 
Vishinsky himself led the delega- 
tion which met Communist 
China’s Foreign Minister Chou 
En-lai on his arrival in Moscow. 

Tass quoted Chou as declaring 
that Mao Tse-tung, leadér of his 
Government already in Moscow, 
had sent for him to take part in 
talks for strengthening good 
neighborhly relations ‘between 
two great states, China and the 
Soviet Union.” 

Chou was accompanied by five 
other Chinese delegates, two offi- 
cials of the Chinese People’s Re- 
public and three of the “North- 
eastern Government” of Man- 
churia. Included in the delega- 
tion were three trade and indus- 
trial officials. 

Chou cited Prime Minister 
Stalin’s “correct foreign policy” 
of Soviet aid “to all the oppressed 
peoples of the world in their 
struggle for liberation.” 

His reference, at two points, to 
“the two great states, China and 
the Soviet Union” was seen here 
as placing the two governments 
on an equal footing. 


CHINESE REDS DENY

Presumably, South felt that 
since his hand was almost worth 
an opening bid, he had every 
right to enter the auction sec- 
ondarily, over East’s one heart. 
However, if this was South’s feel- 
ing in the matter, it was certainly 
not substantiated by the outcome. 
West also thought rather highly 
of his holding, in the light of his 
partner’s fourth hand opening, 
and promptly made a penalty 
double of the one-no-trump. 
West opened his own five-card 
club suit instead of leading part- 
ner’s aearts, and although the 
club combination in du and 
declarer’s hand provided a double 
stopper, this was small solace to 
South! Defending perfectly, East- 
West held declarer to precisely

‘those two club tricks, and thus 


collected a five-trick, 900-point 
penalty against a contract of 
mérely one-odd, not vulnerable! 

It ,is always unwise to take ac- 
tion | on a hand such as South's, 
opposite a passing partner. The 
hand contains considerable de- 
fense, but it.is certainly not the 
sort of hand one should want to 
play, if dummy turns up very 
weak! By the same token, if 
dummy is not so weak, the oppo- 
nents surely will not “go any- 
where.”

Menu That's Different

HILE buffet suppers are fun 
W anc make easy entertaining, 

it is always a pleasure to sit 
down at a charmingly decorated 
dinner table with fine china, 
silver and glass and to be served 
dextrously. Perhaps you'd like 
to hear what a man host chose 
for his menu. 


First came a clam aspic served 
on greens with Thousand Island 
dressing, an unusual and deli- 
cious combination. The next 
course brought that rare treat 
of roast pheasant with Virginia 
ham, corn pudding and sweet- 
sour cabbage with apples. Just 
what the pheasant needed, of 
course. Game, as you know, needs 
a savory vegetable such as the 
cabbage or satierkraut. Nothing 
could have been better than corn 
pudding with this, and it was a 
novel idea to me. Wild rice is 
often used, as you know. 

It seemed: impossible that we 
could eat dessert after this, but 


when the perfect lemon pie ar- 
rived, our appetites were re- 
newed. I might mention that the 
women took rather small pieces 
but the men made up for this and 
served themselves liberally. The 
next time I go to dinner with 
Gordon Corbaley (if he asks me), 
I shall miss breakfast and lunch. 


Corn Pudding. 

Three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, one 
and one-fourth cups milk, two 
cups canned corn (cream style), 
two eggs, well beaten. 

Melt butter in small saucepan, 
stir in flour, salt and sugar, add 
milk slowly, stirring constantly 
over low heat until mixture 
thickens and boils. Stir in corn 
and fold in well-beaten eggs. 
Pour into greased oné-quart cas- 


-serole and set in pan of hot water. 


Bake 15 minutes in moderate 
oven (375 degrees Fahrenheit), 
lower temperature to 350 degrees 


Fahrenheit, and continue baking 
for about 30 minutes, until set. 
Yield: Six servings. 

Clam Aspic Corbaley. 

Two tablespoons gelatin, one 
and one-half cups tomato juice, 
one and one-half cups vegetable 
juice cocktail, one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one eight and one- 
half ounce can minced clams. 

Soften gelatin in one-fourth 
cup tomato juice. Heat remain- 
der of tomato juice. Pour over 
gelatin and stir until dissolved. 
Add vegetable juice, lemon juice 
and clams. Pour into mold and 
chill. When mixture begins to 
set, stir once. Chill until set. 
Unmold and serve with salad 
greens and Thousand Island dress- 
ing.
